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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 68-69 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Election/Restriction 

2. The examiner has removed the rejection of claim 69, since claim 69 does not 
recite the beams being an on-beam and a off-beam and thus are patentably distinct. 
Thus claim 69 has been withdrawn from consideration. In the event the applicant 
traverses or believes that claim 69 is patentably the same as claims 1 -68, the examiner 
invites the applicant to state on the record the reasons for indicating as such. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 68 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (Fig 1 ). 

In considering claim 68, 
a) the claimed a projection screen including a scan surface and a projection surface 
having a region of adjustable brightness is met by AAPA, Fig 1 which discloses a scan 
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surface 38 and a projection surface 36 which includes regions (44) of adjustable 
brightness via erase beam 40 and image beam 42 

b) the claimed a beam generator operable to direct an electromagnetic off-beam and an 
electromagnetic on-beam onto the scan surface is met by beam generator 26 which 
includes erase beam 40 and image beam 42, where the erase beam turns the 
brightness off (i.e. black) and where the image beam illuminates the region to a desired 
brightness region via image generator 26. 

Although, Fig 1 does not disclose simultaneously directing first and second 
beams as specified by the applicant. 

However, the applicant's own disclosure states that it is conventional in the art 
and optional to erase an entire line or lines of the screen (page 31, line 18-25). 
Therefore, it is conventional optional to either erase all or a portion of the lines, it is also 
necessary to either simultaneously (in not erasing entire portion) or subsequently 
generate the image (on beam) data. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to modify AAPA which discloses erasing the entire screen 
simultaneously, by providing the designer/user the option of either erasing the entire 
screen simultaneously or portions/lines thereof as done conventionally, which would 
allow the designer/user to write data either simultaneously or subsequently with/to the 
erase beam. The motivation for doing so would provide the user flexibility in controlling 
the rate at which data is erased/written, based upon type of display, environment and 
data. 
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4. As noted previously claims 1 -67 are allowed.

5. Applicant's amendment (subsequent to original claims) necessitated the new 
ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office action.
